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Reasons for Allowance 

1. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

While Arellano (U.S. Patent No. 6,694,482) discloses a method for creating and 
delivering an interactive multimedia appUcation that can dynamically adapt to at least one user. 
A user model represents interests and trends of a user is created so that the multimedia story can 
be developed based on the model. A customized presentation of the multimedia story that allows 
multiple presentations of the story is generated and displayed to the user for modification. 
Arellano does not disclose communicating the multimedia story (document) from a client to a 
server where the server posts the document according to selected frequently used delivery 
instructions of a user of the cUent; and other limitations related to these features in combination 
with the remaining elements and features of the claimed invention. 

And Walker et al. ("Internet Document Access and Delivery", Proc. lOLS '96. Medford N.J.: Information 
Today, 1996; pp 107-116.) discloses server-based techniques that libraries may use for allowing 
access to hbrary information. Walker further discuses details developments that allow libraries to 
send paper-based documents over the Internet and the tradeoffs between point-to-point 
transmission of documents and through email using Multipurpose Internet Mail Extensions 
(MIME). Walker et al. does not disclose communicating the documents from a client to a server 
where the server posts the documents according to selected frequently used delivery instructions 
of a user of the client; and other Umitations related to these features in combination with the 
remaining elements and features of the claimed invention. 
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Neither of these references taken either alone or in combination discloses a method and 
device for posting a document having all the claimed features of applicant's instant invention, 
specifically including: communicating the documents from a client to a server where the server 
posts the documents according to selected frequently used delivery instructions of a user of the 
client. Also, there is no motivation to combine the Arellano reference with the Walker et al. 
reference to meet these limitations. It is for these reasons that applicant's invention defines over 
the prior art of record.
